Whan 1 learned the address of a lawyer in Boston with whom I had 
worked for the Senate I asked him if he could help me with a Boston case and if 
he could refer me to a New York lawyer# While the response from the New York 
lawyer seemed to indicate lie would not be able; to represent me, it nonetheless 
prompted me to write hdro a summary of the legal matters between publishers and 90.

My recent v/ri tings and investigations 
dealing with political aafiassincitions am in no* sons* anti— government. However, 
because of whut they expose, they do, I think, make the government anti-mo# I hope 
this will not discourage you# However, it i3 what I regard os a reality of which I 
think you should know#
